A GREETING 



WEATHER BUREAU SATS THERE 
ARE NO EQUINOCTIAL STORMS 



In both Europe and America there 
is an old belief that a severe storm — 
the so-called "equinoctial storm" or 
"equinoctial gale" — is due about the 
date of either equinox, that is, March 
21 or September 22; or more partic- 
ularly about the date of the autumnal or 
vernal equinox. The fallacy of this idea 
eonsists in identifying any storm that 
occurs within a week, or several weeks 
of the equinox as the equinoctial storm, 
stati-tics show that there is no maxi- 
mum of storm frequency, either in this 
country or in Europe, close to the date 
of either equinox. Of course in the 
long run storms do occur about these 
dates, just, as they occur at all other 
times of the year. No reason why 
storm's should be especially frequent at 
the quinoxeis is known to meteorologists. 

In the I'nited States the belief in 
the equinoctial storm as an event of 
regular recurrence has perhaps been 
fostered by the fact that West Indian 
hurricanes are most common during the 
late summer and early autumn. Occa- 
sionally a severe storm of this char 
acter sweep-s up our Atlantic seaboard, 
doing a great deal of damage and at- 
tracting general attention. If it hap- 
pens anywhere near September 22, the 
event is sure to be heralded as ' ' the 
equinoctial storm."

FEDERATION REPORT 

With a foreword tcllinjr how the Fed 
■(•ration of Chimin's helps the neighbor 
hood through the Sm-inl Service l)ep:ir! 
ment, the .■liiiiuiil report of the M.mii 
Line Federation of Churches h:is lieei 
Riven out. A psirt of the report fol 
'iows: 

The officers of the orniniizntioii for 
1923-24 are: Hev. Howard W'.'iyne 
Smith, president ; Hev. John Van Ness, 
-siro president; Hev. Andrew M.utch, 
vice president; livv. (Irorge Calvert 
Carter, vice president; Hev.

IXowns, vice president: Miss Susan 
l>ewees, secretary; Mr. K. V. Hart 
■shorne, treasurer. 

The year just passed has developed 
opportunities for service in our neigh- 
borhood, as well as better facilities for 
Tendering such service. An additional 
■visitor on the staff of the Social Service 
Department makes it possible to jrive 
careful attention to each family under 
care. Our agency is now a member of 
two large groups of social, health and 
civic, organizations, namely, the Conn- 
fils for Social Welfare of Montgomery 
and Delaware counties. To these county 
•councils we bring the needs of the com- 
mnriity as we see them, and, with their 
■co-operation and advice, new projects 
are undertaken. In this way we are in 
•touch with State as well as local au- 
thorities on social work and profit by 
their experience and advice. Through 
these councils, lack of social work in ad- 
jacent territory was uncovered and 
'brought, to the attention of two nearby 
organizations' in a better position than 
■the Federation of Churches to meet this 
call for service. Boundaries were also 
adjusted with nil adjoining organiz-a- 
tdons. 

Needs- of our district which we have 
■uncovered in our work and reported to 
the county councils, or to the local or- 
jranjz.itions appointed to deal with 
•thorn, are many and varied. Our grow- 
ing colored population needs more and 
better houses all through this Main 
-Line territory. There are no recrea- 
tional facilities for colored children in 
Ardmore or Hryn Mawr, nor for the 
wliite girls arid boys of (larrett Hill. 
These young people, in consequence, 
frequent the dance halls of Norristown 
and Philadelphia, which are not ade- 
quatelv supervised. Many of them get 
into more or less serious trouble on 
'tlieBC expeditions and, as a direct re- 
sult, our records show increa.se of prob 



1 problems it has been possible to prove 
1 this need to the school authorities, and, 
1 for the past year, this organization has 
been employed by Haverfonl Township 
.School Board to carry on its attendance 
work. This year the bower Morion 
School Hoard is also employing our 
workers as attendance oflieers. Of the 
li.'i truancy cases handled during the 
year l.'i have proved serious social prob- 
lems. For example, a lit' tecn-year-old 
i girl, who applied for working papers, 
' was discovered to be the sole support 
of a recently widowed mother and four 
younger brothers and sisters. A moth- 
er's pension from the State was prompt 
ly applied for and temporary financial 
assistance secured for the family. The 
girl was given some night school in- 
struction and has already been pro 
muted in her work. 

Of the 471 families brought to the at- 
tention of this organization during the 
past year only !!!• families received 
financial assisance — 14 colored, •_'•"> 
white. When any material help was 
needed, except in moments of emer- 
gency, it w;is carefully planned for, af- 
ter consultation with the head of the 
house, the family physician and inter- 
ested relatives; a tentative budget was 
made, accounts kept, housing conditions 
considered, children regularly weighed 
and exa.mi,ned at the hospital dispen- 
saries and well-baby clinics and proper 
fooil allowed for. In this way !»S.">7 
quarts of milk were supplied to Ki 
families, almost entirely under doctor's 
order and a gratifying improvement in 
the health of our small clients resulted. 
Perhaps the most outstanding ex- 
ample of the useful results of adequate 
relief given over a long period was 
shown in one of our colored families. 
A young woman with four delicate, 
undernourished children was unable to 
live with her husband, who treated her 
cruelly. She left him, took a small, 
very expensive third -floor apartment — 
the only living quarters she could se- 
cure-had an unmarried sister living 
with her and going out to day's work, 
and received inadequate and sporadic 
support from the huslxmd. who was in 
poor health and not able to work 
regularly. It was impossible to take 
in washing in the cramped quarters, 
and the mother could not go out to 
work, leaving her babies alone. The 
little ones suffered greatly from lack 
of proper food and fresh air, as they 
rarely got out of the little apartment, 
hot in summer and cold in winter. The 
visitor stiirted a search for better living 
accommodations lasting many months; 
in the meanwhile help was given with 
rent ami clothing. The pupils of a 
nearby school were interested to don- 
ate milk and the mother and children 
were closely watched and carefully ad- 
vised by the doctor and nurse of the 
well baby clinic. Summer vacations 
were arranged and the whole family 
improved in health and spirits. The 
poor little home was kept immaculate, 
walls painted, curtains washed ami 
starched, threadbare furniture polished. 
At last, through the Main Line Citi- 
zens' Association, an opportunity came 
to buy a house on easy terms. Two 
brothers agreed to hoard with the fam- 
ily; a good yard and kitchen made it 
possible for the mother to Lake in wash- 
ing, and now this family is self-support- 
ing and in good health. 

Fourteen widows have received finan- 
cial assistance from us this year, nine 
of them over a long period. Four of 
these women are now self-supporting, 
two have married and three others re- 
ceive mothers.' pensions or allowances 
from the .luvenile Court or from the 
directors of the poor, wJiich they sup- 
plement by part-time work. Only two 
are still in need of help. 

Seven women with small cdiildiren, de- 
serted by their husbands, have received 
financial assistance. In four cases the 
men have returned to their families, 
two women have become entirely self- 
supporting and one is partially* self- 
supporting. 

In five families illness of the bread- 

! winner made necessary financial assist- 

;. ance over a longer or shorter period. 

In 10 instances help was given by 

relatives; five families were assisted by 

interested individuals; three by social 

or fraternal organizations to which they 

belonged; five by the Church; 10 by the 

Directors of the Poor. This makes a 



For the Associated Charities of Louis- 
ville Ky., one.

The last named investigations are of 
great importance, as the individuals 
visited are in most cases foreigners 
newly arrived in this country, whom we 
are enabled to adjust to their new 
surroundings, and to whom, in some 
small degree, we can interpret Anieri 
can standards. 

The workers have come in contact 
with many varieties of homes and of 
individuals during the year and have 
been impressed anew with the import- 
ance of developing family solidarity, of 
strengthening the res]»oiisibility of the 
strong and active for the weak and 
old, for the children and the handi- 
capped. Kfforts have been made to en- 
courage foresight and thrift through 
planning family budgets and suggest- 
ing arrangements for buying homes on 
i easonahlo terms. The health of the 
children, both physical and mental, has 
received increased attention, and, when- 
ever possible, specialized instruction 
anil wholesome recreation have been 
secured for our clients. Thirty-three 
vacation outings were arranged for 
children and mothers. This form of 
service becomes increasingly neessyry 
as our towns and villages grow larger 
and more densely poplated. 'While plan- 
ning for the physical and mental re- 
qirements of these neighbors who have 
turned to the Federation of Churches 
for help in ditliult ies, the opportunity 
has not been neglected of satisfying 
their spiritual needs. Families have 
been brought into closer touch with 
Church and Sunday School, ami min- 
isters and priests have been consulted 
in regard to parishioners. 

It is a pleasure to report a wider 
field of usefulness and greater oppor- 
tunities for service with the close of 
each year of the organization's exis 
fence.

TIPS FOR TAXPAYERS 

No. 1. 

January 1, 1924, marks the begin- 
ning of Che period for filing income-tax 
returns for the year 192.1. The period 
ends at midnight of March 15, 1924. 
Heavy penalties are provided by the 
revenue act for failure or willful refusal 
to make a return and pay the tax on 
time. 

Form 1040A, heretofore used for re 
porting net income of $5,000 and lesa, 
from whatever source derived, has been 
revised in the interests of the largest 
class of taxpayers — wage earners and 
salaried persons. Reduced from six 
pages to a single sheet, Form 1040A 
is to be used for reporting net income 
of $5,000 and leas derived chiefly from 
salaries and wages. Persons any part 
of whose income is derived from a busi- 
ness or profession, farming, sale of 
property or rent, though the amount is 
$5,000 or loss, will bo required to use 
the larger form, 1040. The use Of Form 
1040 is required also in all cases where 
the net income was in excess of $5,000, 
regardless of whether from salary, busi- 
ness, profession, or other taxable 
sources. 

It being impossible to determine at 
this time which form is desired, copies 
of both forms will be sent taxpayers 
who filed individual returns for the 
year 1922, and may be obtained al«o 
at the •offices of collectors of internal 
revenue and branch offices upon writ 
ten request.
